ATHLETICS -- Girls' Basketball — During a seven-year period (1955-61) five tournament 
championsips (1954-57, 1959-61) and four consecutive season championships were won 1955- 
59. Two second place trophies were awarded in 1959-62. 

ATHLETICS -- Boys' Football and Basketball — over a five-year period (1956-61), five con¬ 
secutive District V.I.A. championships were won (Basketball 1957-58). (Football 1959-61). 
During this same five-year period total basketball results were 26 defeats and 94 victories. 

STUDENT COUNCIL -- Charles Walker, currently enrolled at Va. State College, served as 
Publicity Chairman of the Southern District, Group I..Student Council in 1961-62.
